"In  his  introduction,  Ira  Sharkanslcy  tells  us  that  'To  the 
extent  that  violent  crimes  reflect  urban  social  tensions  and 
cities'  lack  of  a  settled  character,  then  the  cities  of  the 
United  States  stand  as  less  developed  than  those  of  most  other 
affluent  countries.'   In  his  comparisons  of  the  United  States 
with  developing  nations  in  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin  America, 
Sharkansky  points  out  that  a  significant  number  of  conditions 
exist  in  the  United  States  that  are  generally  associated  v;ith 
underdeveloped  or  poor  nations. 

The  characteristics  that  Sharkanslcy  describes  arise  out  of  the 
great  contrast  between  the  rich  and  poor  sectors  of  a  coiontry. 
This  is  called  "dualism"  by  developmental  economists.   In  the 
United  States,  three  kinds  of  dualism  exist:  between  the  rich 
and  poor  in  metropolitan  areas;  between  the  black  and  white 
'nations';  and  between  the  less-developed  and  more-developed 
states. 
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Govemmeutal  traits  in  the  Isss-Aeveloped  states  resemble  those 
in  poorer  nations.  For  example,  policies  regarding  taxing  and 
spending  tend  to  benefit  the  rich  more  than  the  poor.  Policy- 
making is  centralized  in  the  state  capital,  political  power 
iQ   concentrated  in  relatively  few  hands,  and  the  chief  execu- 
tive haa  more  pov/er  than  in  the  more-developed  states. 

According  to  Sharkansky,  the  United  States  is  both  a 
developing  and  a  developed  country.  Out  of  this  fact  arises 
a  competition  between  the  policy  goals  of  conservation  and 
economic  growth.  He  discusses  both  points  of  view,  but  on 
balance,  he  argues  for  economic  growth  as  a  better  way  to 
maximize  opportunities  for  everyone  in  the  country.''
